The only one which has any 
Appearance of this, is 2Cor.4:5. We 
preach not ourselves, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord, and ourselves your servants (douloi) 
for Jesus’ sake. Did Paul here mean to 
style himself the hired servant of his fel- 
low christians? Would he, who said that 
if he shoald be offerred upon the sacrifice 
and service of the faith of his brethren, he 
should joy and rejoice with them all; and that 
he was willing to be accursed from Christ 
for bis brethren, his kinsman according to 
the flesh, stop short of what was embraced 
in the most extended meaning of the word 
doulus? Would he use the frigid expres- 
sion, ourselves your hired servants for 
Jesus’ sake? No: the apostle was not 
capable of such an expression when pour- 
ing out the ardor of his love for souls. 
Nothing short of * ourselves your bond- 
servants for Jesus’ sake,”’ would satisfy him. 
And this corresponds with what he says, 
1 Cor. 9: 19. * Though I be free from 
all, yet have { made myself the servant of 
all; where the original literally rendered 
is, | have enslaved myself to all. On this, 


then is narrowed down to this, was Onesi- 
mus a free laborer in the service of Phil- 
emon, or was he his bond-servant? That 
the latter was the fact, bas been demon- 
strated from the true and ,only meaning of 
doulos, which Paul applied to him. With 
equal certainty it may be shown from the 
fact that the contrary supposition is con- 
tradicted by several passages of the epistie, 
and involves in it several absurdities.

christian truth, who should in a pulpit ad- 
vocate war of any kind, as consistent with 
the teachings of Christ.” He ought to 
kuow, that rhetoric is one thing, and logic 
another. He ought to know, that assertion, 
bold, broad assertion is one thing, and that 
proof is another. And what is the proof 
that the gospel “expressly forbids’ all 
war? It is remarkable, that in his oration 
he adduces no proof whatever; but I sup- 
pose from incidental allusions to the pre- 
cepts and maxims, * Blessed are the peace- 


makers ;” 


* Love your enemies;" “Ren-

| him sell his garment and buy one;” and|

This revival had all the characteristics that 
mark such seasons in this country. Six have al- 
ready been propounded for adimission to the church, 
and six more are waiting fora further develop- 
ment of christian character, and many others are 
indulging a hope. 

THANKSGIVING FESTIVAL. 

Mr. Lyons gives a detailed account of a thanks- 
giving festival. The natives were exceedingly 
interested init. Very few who have taken the 
temperance pledge, have violated it. The church 
in this place has contributed fur domestic and 
foreign objects, $544,72. At one station they 
have subscribed more than enough to support their 
missionary. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

Doctor Adams writes :—“ Our congregation 
taries from five to eight hundred persons in the 
winter, and from six hundred to a thousand in the 
summer. The Sabbath school is attended by from 
three to five hundred persons. The missionary 
travels from village to village to preach the gos- 
pel, and the people inanifest a good degree of in- 
terest,often asking, ‘when wil! you come again ?’” 
He says that twenty missionaries are needed. 
* We have a people perfectly accessible, and very 
desirams of having missionaries.” 

CHINA. Amory. 

Within the Chinese empire missionaries are 
enabled to preach the gospel to the native heathen. 
And what is remarkable, the same persons come 
together from week to week. This implies more 
interest than in christian countries, because chris- 
tianity has not as yet obtained such aon influence 
asto give thema Sabbath. When they attend 
on preaching, they leave their secular employ- 
ments. Idolatry is waning. “A man came into 
the new chapel with two idols in his sleeve. Com- 
ing to Mr. Stronack, he affirmed that he was con- 
vinced of the folly of idol worship, and had emp- 
tied his house of all its divinities. There are 
many who have heard the gospel preached, that are 
brought to the same state of mind.” 

INFANTICIDE. 

While Mr. Pohlman was returning from Kolong- 
soo, he observed a bundle floating on the water. 
Ite shape attracted his attention, and upon inquiry 
he found that it was an infant! From this fact 
he takes occasion to state the mode of destroying 
life in such cases. “Upon the first ery of the 
child, some grains of rice are put into its mouth, 
which produces instant death. ‘The body is thea 
bound up in a coarse sack, tied with a cord, and 
committed to the watery element.” 

NUMBER OF THEIR Gops. 


The missionary requested a native to write 
the names of their gods. He soon presented hin 
with eighty-six. Every thing has its god. 

INCENSE MANUFACTORY. 

Feb. 19.—In my rambles to-day, says the mis- 
sionary, I came to an incense manufactory, which 
ie at present doing a large business. The in- 
cense etick is an odoriferous bark, ground up and 
compounded with some adhesive substance, which 
renders the powder capable of being formed into 
sticks of all sizes, [t is computed that ten thous- 
and persons in each of the eighteen provinces are 
engaged in the incense manufacture. These are 
al] interested in sustaining idolatry. 

CEYLON. 

Mr. Poor asks, “ Has there been a general fail- 
ure in the missionary enterprise in this field?”

Thousands on 
thousands are there perishing for lack of know]-

The bread of life is not broken to them. They 
have not the sanctuary and the ministry of recon- 
ciliation. An eternity of disappointment and 
woe 1s before them, unless they are made acquaint- 
ed with him whom to know, is life eternal. 

While circumstances forbid the establishment 
of an effective ministry, and permit the introduc- 
tion of Sabbath schools, can it be questioned that 
duty binds the friends of Zion to enter this ham- 
ble department of labor, and do what they can 
therein, to cultivate plants of righteousness ?

for more than forty miles. Some few ministers 
scattered here and there, while the methodist 
minister would occasionally preach salvation 
through faith to a lost and ruined world. But a 
| large majority of the inhabitants were and stil! are 
}ignorant of the way of life and salvation, disre- 
garding the Sabbath and violating all the laws of 
|God—while a few have endeavored to stem the

HARVARD COLLEGE. 


Below are the resolutions passed at the late demo- 
cratic convention at Worcester. We quote them,as 
showing that the feeling is becoming widely ex- 
tended, that there must be a reform in the man- 
agement of the state college. 


For years we have lost no opportunity to speak 
of the necessity of the changes now proposed ; and 
our object has been solely to restore the seminary 
to its original character, and make it, what it was 
designed to be, an institution for the education of 
the people. If there be any who take no broader 
view of the change than that of taking the college 
out of the hands of one sect and putting it in the 
hands of another, they have not only mistaken our 
purpose, they have engaged in a warfare in 


which we have no sympathy, and to which with | 


our consent, the democratic party shall never be- 
come subservient. 

It is a fact not to be denied, thatthe real or sup- 
posed identity of Harvard College with Unitari- 
avis has diffused a prejudice against the institu- 
tion. If such prejudice be well founded, why not 
remove it, as faras it can be rightfully done, by 
letting in other sects to share in the duties and res- 
ponsibilities of government and instruction ?—to 
the end that the whole people may, if they choose, 
avail themselves of its benefits as a seminary of 
learning 

A prejudice, we are well aware, has been raised 
against this movement, by men whose minds are 
accustomed to run in the narrow chanvel of their 
own peculiar religious belief. They have over- 
looked the great points in the proposed reform, 
and caught at nothing but the prospect of being 
able to put down one religious sect, and put up one 

jor more in its stead. But they may be assured that 
as democrats we shal! not direct the power of the 
party to any such narrow and illiberal purpose. 
Whatever sectarian character the college may 
have, in religion or politics, we would deprive it of 
as far as possible, that it may be accessible to ail 
classes of the community ; and that it may be thus 
accessible, we claim that ils government ought to 
reduce the expenses of education far below what 
they now are. Keeping to the true issue, we trust 
that the democracy of the Commonwealth are pre- 
pared to adopt the Resolves of their State Conven- 
tion, If there are any among the people whose 
zeal outruns the terms of the resolutions, they 
must look to other sid than that of the demo- 
cratic party lo carry forward their purposes.

ARRIVAL OF THE CAMBRIA. 


FIFTEEN DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE. 


The Royal Mail Steamship Cambria, Capt. C. 

. E. Judkins, arrived at this port on Thursday 
afternoon last, at half-past 5 o’clock, frou Liver- 
pool, which port she left on the 19th ult. at 1 o'clock 

. M., and has consequently made her passage in 
13 days 4 hours and a half, including the deten- 
tion at Halifax. She brought out 95 passengers 
from Liverpool, and left 23 at Halifax, and took in 
11—total to Boston, 83. : 

The Queen and Prince Albert have returned 
from their visit on the continent, after an abscence 
of forty days. 

IRELAND. 

The potato crop has fallen short, and the agita- 

tion of the repealers still continues. 
SPAIN, 

A recent attempt has been made at Madrid to 
raise an insurrection. Several persons were killed 
and wounded. Things at Madrid remained unquiet, 
and another outbreak was expected. 


The Compositors of Madrid.—It is reported that 
not less than 400 compositors will be thrown out 
of employment in Madrid, in consequence of the 
new law relating to the Post-office, which, as far 
as the journals are concerned, will come into 
operation on the Ist of October. 

GERMANY. 

The New Catholic Church of Germany.—Depu- 
tations of the leaders of Central and South Ger- 
many, together with the clergymen, assembled on 
the Ist of September at Oppenheim for delibera- 
tion. According to report, the resolution was 
unanimously adopted, to attend the synod at Stutt- 
gard, on the 15th ult. by deputations. Ronge is 
to be there, and on his return will visit Frankfort, 
and perform divine service with the Catholic dis- 
senters. Frankfort is to receive in a short time 
visits from several of the clergymen who have con- 
formed to the new sect. 

Aitempt to Assassinate the King of Wurtemburg. 
—A letter from Friburg of the Sth ult., in the 
“ Frankfurter Journal,” states that two shots were 
fired at Meran, in the Tyrol, at the King of Wur- 
temburg, but fortunately without hitting him.— 
The “ Carlsruhe Gazette” makes mention of a re- 
port of the same kind. 
it says, the authors of this attack, in consequence 
of the King having spoken, when in Switzerland, 
openly against the influence of that society. His 
language to Siegwart Muller, the head of the 
Jesuit party at Lucerne, produced a great sensation.

PRUSSIA. 

The soldiers serving inthe Prussian dominions 
have been allowed by the government to receive 
instead of their daily rations of brandy, the 
value of the same in money. This step is 
calculated to promote the principles of the tem- 
perance societies, which, through their officers, 
have formally returned thanks to the King for the 


privilege thus conferred. 


RUSSIA AND CIRCASSIA. 

The war continues to rage. The London 
Morning Chronicle of the 17th Sept., publishes 
letters from its Malta and Constantinople corres- 
pondents, which state that the Russians have met 
with severe losses. The intelligence is via Odessa, 
August 22nd, and it gives an account of a severe 
battle between the Circassian forces and the Rus- 
sian army, 50.000 strongander General Woronzoff, 
who attacked the town of Dargo, the head quarters 
of Schamil Bay. After five days hard fighting the 
Circassians were obliged to abandon the fortress 
to the enemy, having expended al] their ammunition ; 
not, however, without carrying off their artillery 
and baggage into the mountains. The loss onthe 
part of Russia is said to amount in killed alone to 
2000 men, among whom are three generals and 
forty other officers, and four aides-de-camp of the 
Commander. General Woronzoff, finding his 
army so much crippled, was destroying fortifica- 
tions to retire to Tiflis to re-organize his force.— 

Jaryo was defended by Schamul’s regular troops, 
consisting of Dagas infantry and the Russian and 
Polish deserters from the Emperor's service. 

GREECE. 

Athens.— Accounts to the 30th August state that 
the Coletti Administration and its partizans ap- 
peared determined to overthrow the constitution, 
and make no longer a mystery of their intention. 

FRENCH AFRICA. 

One of the scheriffs has made a new attempt at 
insurrection. A battle has been fought between a 
small detachment of the French and 800 of the 
natives. The former had 7 killed and 22 wounded. 
The chief was taken and carried to Algiers, to be 
tried by a court marshal. 

OCEANICA. 

Tahiti.—Newa from Tahiti appears in the Lon- 
don papers® The accounts are to March 3d.— 
Queen Pomare was living ina miserable hut at 
The French Protectorate flag was hoist- 
ed at Papiete, on the &th of January. The English 
inhabitants were allowed to pass from the shore to 
the Salamander and thence to the Talbot, but no 
direct communication was allowed to the Talbot, 
from the shore. The Talbot was towed to sea, 
after five days’s stay, taking the consul and vice- 
consul, 

A law was promulgated while the Talbot was at 
Papiete, by Governor Bruat, to the effect that all 
foreigners should give eight days’ notice of their 
intention to leave the island ; otherwise they would 
be detained during the Governor's pleasure. The 
Europeans are considerably harassed by the 
French authorities. 

A British schooner, the Union, arrived at Papiete 
with the crew of a wrecked American whaler, the 
Averick, and having landed them, the captain de- 
manded his clearance, which the French refused 


| to give, until Capt. Hammond remonstrated with 


the Governor. 

The loyal subjects of Pomare were encamped 
ten miles from Raistea. The natives keep quiet, 
but are ready for an attack, should any assistance 
be rendered by the English. 

King Oscar, of Sweden, has entirely won the 
hearts of his people by equalizing the law of war- 
riage and inheritance, despite the opposition of the 
nobles. 

The last advices from the east announce that 
the disorganized state of Greek affairs on shore 
has extended to the high sea, and that the emall 
islands of the Archipelago are infested with pirat- 
ical craft of every size and description. 

A terrible fire has just laid in ashes the ancient 
city of Luezk, in Wolhynia. The fire commenced 
in the chimney of the convent of Stu. Bridget, and 
has destroyed inany precious monuments of the ec-

Anti-rent Troveces.— Big thunder, or Doct.

Faevericx Doverass, THe Hurcainsons, anp 
THE Scavepaivens.—A letter from one of the 
Hutchinson “ Family,” now in England, to the 

| editor of the Lynn Pioneer, gives us some interest 
ing particulars respecting the voyage of this 
American slave across the Atlantic. He went out 
| in one of the Cunard steamers—we forget which 
and was compelled in deference to American 
prejudices to take passage in the steerage. Among 
the passengers were several slaveholders and a 
few “ dough faces,” who were very much offended 
with the captain for allowing the self-emancipated 
slave free access to all parts of the vessel except 
the saloon. Frederick is said to have behaved 
with great propriety, modesty and dignity, and to 
have won the admiration of a large number of the 
passengers. Being an intimate friend of the 
Hutchinson Fainily, he frequently walked with 
them and others on the quarter deck and psrtici- 
pated with as much freedom as his position would 
allow in the social intercourse of the passengers 
generally, Mr. Hutchinson thus describes a scene 
which occurred on the last day of the voyage. 


The captain with many other gentlmean (and 
some ladies) learning that Douglass was a good 
speaker, were excited to hear hun. He was ac- 
cordingly invited to speak on the promenade deck, 
and consented. Due notice was given, and, lo! 
when the time came the “ American slave” came 
forward, and after making a few introductory re- 
marks, opened a small book and began to read the 
code of slave laws in South Carolina. This was 
more than the Americans could bear. The dis- 
turbance was commenced by a Connecticut Yankee 
—a MEMBER OF THE Barrist cavacn, and who 
meant, as he said, to carry out his christian princi- 
ples! He interrupted by disputing every sentence 
which was read. Frederick stopped, after a while, 
and asked the audience whether he should go on, 
Then came “the tug of war.” This Yankee Bap 
tist was backed up by the slavemongers, while 
Douglass was sustained by the Englishmen. And 
all that the cool heads could do was hardly suffi- 
cient to prevent a scene of bloodshed. The captain 
was very cool at first, but finding himself grossly 
insulted by a slaveholder from New Orleana, (who 
made his boast that he “owned a hundred and 
thirty niggers”) he (the captain) ordered to boat- 
ewain to “call the watch,” and have three pairs of 
irons ready at a moment's warning. He then ad- 
dressed huaself to the audience about as follows :— 

“Gentlemen, | was once the owner of two hun- 
dred slaves. If] had them now I should not be 
obliged to follow the sea. But they were liberated, 
and it was right. Frederick Douglass may speak. 
I am captain of this ship.” 

Frederick, however, saw fit not to go on, but re- 
tired to the steeraye ; for there was a terrible com- 
motion among the passengers, some crying “ throw 
the d—d nigger overboard,” one saying, “IT wish 
I had that nigger in Cuba, I'd show hin what be- 
longs to niggers,” and the man from New Orleans 
about ready to go into fits. And I think he would 
have done something of the kind had not the com 
mand from the captain, “have the irons ready,” 
cooled him off some. We thus had, what some of 
us had never had before, a fair “ developement” of 
southern blood when stirred up by the sword of 
truth.—M. ¥. Tribune. 


Tatat or Onnin Wooprorn.—The trial of 
this man, for the murder of his wife on the after- 
noon of the 22d July last, in Avon, Conn., was 
concluded at Hartford on Thursday mormoag— 
Chief Justice Williams and Judge Hinman on the 
bench, 

The principal witness against the prisoner was 
his son, a lad of fourteen years.
